Although emotions were high 
among students and faculty at 
Monday's hearing on CSUSROTC 
accreditation verbal presen-

The 75 persons who packed a 
stuffy Douglas Hall classroom for 
two - and - a - half hours heard 25 
arguments for and four arguments 
against approval of regular stan- 
ting for ROTC classes 

Opinions were addressed to the 
Interdisciplinary Studies Com- 


mittee, a panel of seven CSUS 
faculty who must

ROTC students 

Campbell gave the hearing’s 
longest presentation, repreating 
as he has many times, that military 
science courses are biased and 
propagandistic academic 
freedom among ROTC professors 
is Controiied by the military, and 
academic credentials are inade- 
quate 

These classes (ROTC) could 
all be taught by professors on cam- 
pus but they (the military) want to 
bring in their own faculty because

Craig Jones, legislative ad- 
vocate for the California State 
Student Association, will resign 
his position, effective in August, so 
ne may enter Harvard Law School

Jones, a former Hornet staffer and 
ASI vice senate chair, said

“lam certainly not leaving due

When asked if he might return 
to the CSUC system after law 
school, Jones responded, “! doubt 
it | don't see myseif returning to 
educational administration.” But 
he said he might return to the state 
to run for political office 

With Jones’ resignation, CSSA, 
the CSUC system student lob- 
bying group plans to change the 
title of his position to Legislative 
Director, rather than Legisiative 
Advocate, and form a new post 
called Legislative Assistant. 

“There is no way one person 
can cover ail the issues about 
students,” Jones said. “! am unable 
to do the background work | 
should on all the bills which deal 
with students

This 
loss has to come out of the senate’s 
contingency budget which, as of 
March 1, was $1,824 Thus. ASI Ex 
ecutive Director Paul McAmis 
reported the senate has a deficit of 
$3,671 

Nonetheless, representatives of 
MECHA, who had presented their 
Cinco de Mayo budget request 
before iast week's senate meeting 
requested $2,850, attempting to 
convince senators to dip into the 
General Reserve fund 

And, the Asian/Pacific Student 
Union heatedly demanded $4,200 
in supplemental funds to sponsor 
Asian/Pacific Unity Festival APSU 
has already received $4,100 from 
the Hornet Foundation and $1,100 
from the Program Allocation 
Board to sponsor the festival

at $329,000 right now, engineering 
Senator Mike Woodward read alist 
of guidelines set by the 
chancellor's office recommending 





proval needed, ten senators voted 
against withdrawing money from 
the General Reserve budget. with

On a nine in favor, four against 
and one absention vote, the senate 
agreed to enter into contractual 
agreements with Cinco de Mayo 
performers for a total of $2.850 
The money is going to come from 
other ASI programs which may 
have unspent money left in their 
budgets 

Three programs were men- 
toned as possibilities for having 
available funds’ Pep Squad 
$1,400; ASI Legislative, $1,000 
and the Veteran Loan Program 
$5,000 

MEChA previously received 
$700 from the ASI's Program 
Board 

After much controversy the 
senate, by roll cal! vote, decided to 
give APSU $4,200 from a line item

While minorities represent 25 percent of the 
population in California, in 1975 only 3.8 percent of 
the lawyers were minorities. 

Attorney and CSUS Business Law Professor 
Felicinne H. Ramey explored the declining percen- 
tage of minority lawyers in California and the under - 
representation of minorities by the legal profession 
in a ten page report titled “Minority Lawyers in 
California: a Survey.” Minorities studied were 
biacks, Asian Americans, Chicanos, Native 
Americans and Filipinos. 

tn Sacramento County, 1975 ratio data shows 






that there was one black lawyer for every 1,663 black 
residents. Ratios for other groups are 1 to 535 Asian 
Americans, 1 to 2,431 Chicanos, 1 to 1,001 Filipinos 
and 1 to 557 Caucasians 

San Francisco county had the highest overall 
ratio for minority lawyers. One Asian American at- 
torney for every 704 Asian American residents, one 
black attorney for every 1,226 blacks and one 
Chicano attorney for every 1,321 Chicano residents 
But, there was one Caucasian lawyer for every 65 
Caucasians. 

“While the number of racial minority attorneys 
has increased, the gain in numbers has been rnore 
than offset by the overall growth in the number of 


California attorneys. The total overali number of 
minority lawyers has increased by 15 percent, but 
there nevertheless has been a 1.83 percent decrease 
in the percentage of attorneys who are minorities, 

since 1970,” says Ramey 
According to the report this deficiency in 
minority lawyers poses problems to the com- 
munities they represent. “It may be said that white 
attorneys can and do represent minority people 
However, minority groups do appear to have special 
characteristics which can best be understood by 
people of their own kind. In theory, ethnicity should 
not be a factor in determining where to practice law,

Can Pandora’s box be closed? 


Last Friday night at the Rancho Seco power plant 
was a rerun of the 1960s Chanting protesters car- 
ried candies and marched around a chain - link 
fence But the barbed wire on Telegraph Avenue in 
Berkeley and the National Guard with fixed 
bayonets werent nearly as scary as the science fic- 
tion scene at Rancho Seco 

Those ghostly, 425 high flootlit cooling 
towers sent plumes of steam into the dark sky 
Steam condensed and fell as a gentle radioactive 
the marchers They took their millirems 
Shut it down, kum - ba -

Straight while they sang 
ya 

In the 1960 s the issue that sent otherwise quiet 
people into the streets was a mindless military 
adventure. a decade later it 's mindless technology 
The nuclear technocrats of the private and public 
utitities have decided for the rest of us ‘at nuclear 
energy is the way to go They might have gone for 
solar energy. but they can't buy the sun and sell it 
back to us for a tidy profit 

The nuclear advocates have led a headlong rush 
to build nuclear reactors Seventy-two large plants 
are already operating across the nation. By the year 
2000. the number is expected to reach 250 or 300. if 


f they get their way. the nuclear advocates wiil line the 


entire California coast with reactors and cooling 
towers spaced about eight miles apart 


Until the Three Mile Isiand tragedy in 
Pennsylvania, the public didn't understand that 
nuclear technoerats are like idiot children playing 
with fire not ordinary fire but a Promethean 
hellfire At places 'ike Rancho Seco they play with 
$350 million toys that can turn entire regions into a 
deadly radioactive desert 


They are not motivated by malevolence Ac- 
cidents like the one in Pennysivania happen 
because a $5 switch or valve malfunctions, or 
someone makes a mistake or becomes careless. itis 
harder to condone the kind of arrogance which 
leads some engineers to believe there's no problem 
that can't be taken care of with a quick “techno - fix.” 
Yet Murphy's Law should convince any rational 





human that nuclear power ts an invitation to catas- 
trophe 

Consider the danger signals from Rancho Seco. 
which is a twin of the Three Mile Island plant and was 
built by the same firm. Since it was activated in Oc- 
tober, 1974, Rancno Seco has been closed for 
repairs a total of 17 months The plant has been 
plagued with accidents, mishaps. and malfunctions. 
Recently an especially close call !ed to a release of 
radioactivity. After less than five years of operation, 
radioactivity levels in the plant are higher than ex- 
pected and still rising 

The tragedy at Three Mile Island should alert the 
public to still another nuclear dilemma. Nuclear 
power plants have a limited lifespan because the 
metal bottle that encloses the reactor slowly 
becomes embrittled After 30 to 40 years the con- 
tainer can no longer withstand operational stresses. 
Then the plant has to be closed down, decom- 
missioned, and dismantled 

To date not one large reactor like Three Mile 
Istand or Rancho Seco has ever been dismantied. 
Neither the Nuclear Regulatory Commission nor the 
plant operators know how to safely dismantle and 
dispose of tens of thousands of tons of radioactive 
steel, concrete, water, and soil so that public safety 
and health will not be imperiled 

The structures have to be dismantled because 
they contain induced radiation that will be 
dangerous for 250,000 years or longer. These 
facilities can't be permanently mothballed or en- 
tombed where they stand because no man - made 
Structures wil! remain intact for untold centuries. 

Dismantling will require the metal components of 
the reactor to be cut up underwater by remotely con- 
trolled torches Questioned about technical 
problems like this. a nuclear engineer at Rancho 
Seco said they will have developed the necessary 
techniques by the time the plant is decommissioned 

Now the Three Mile Island breakdown has 
happened Time has run out. The inescapable ques- 
tion is: “Can Pandora's box be closed?”

over $110 mitfion The movie cost $2 7 million to make It was shot in 
$ix weeks at Eugene atthe University of Oregon Everyone hada great 
time. They would party all night in a Eugene hotel bungalow and then 
they would party all day in front of the cameras 

And as for Miller's live presentation in the Union Redwood Room 
well, the only word to describe it is hilarious. Belly laughs. guffaws. 
snorts and titters, that is the way people reacted to his unusual ap- 
proach to sexual humor. Sure it was crude. but it was aiso original 
How many people can look at a phone and see a sexual partner? 

If you take his jokes out of context they just aren't funny. Miller's 
two stories, both published in National Lampoon. each lasted about 
20 minutes. You need to hear each line and the inflection in the writer's 

voice to really get the full effect of his jokes Each word had obviously 
been chosen with care and he avoided timeworn cliches like the 
plague 

One of the best parts of the evening was the 15 minute product ree! 
from Animal House. A product reel is short capsulation of an 
unreleased movie that allows the movie studio hanchos to see what 
you've been doing with their money. Miller described them as “all the 
same. They've got dark sults, cigars, thick lips and pinky rings." After 
the hanchos viewed the Anima/ House product reel they gave the film 
a standing ovation, something unheard of for these movie - saturated 
executives 

The Animal House sequel is in the works now. Miller has agreed to 
work on it and he is waiting for Kinney and Ramus to finish previous 
commitments so the original writers can all work together again 

Some of their original ideas were so bizarre, Miller said, that they 
were beyond the X- rating “They would have to invent a new rating for 
some of the stuff we did at Dartmouth College.’ 

One of the things that was cut out of the film entirely was booting 
Booting is to regurgitation what gourmet cooking is to hamburger 
helper; booting is the art of throwing up at will on specified objects 
You can find out all about booting in the book version of Animal 
House. The book is true to the original four - hour script. Or you can 
ask members of the Alpha Delta Phi fraternity, of which Miller is a 
member 

The comedian loves to travel and that is one of the major reasons 
that he tours. He spent four days in San Francisco previous to his per- 
formance here and will now travel to USC and Cal Poly. and then to 
Washington 

A volume of his short stories will be available soon under a rather 
lascivious title. 13 have been previously published, but there will be 
two new ones to add spice to the meat. The two stories that Miller per- 
formed, “Boxed In’ and " ‘Conversation Piece,” are included in the 
book 

Miller definitely thinks that sex is funny, and he made everyone else 
think so too. Yes, Miller was crude. Lewd Gross. But. jeez he was

ROTC cadet Susan Myers, a 
physical education major. called 
the present status of ROTC on 
campus, “academic restriction 
The extra fees are quite unneces- 
sary,” she said 

Associate History Professor 
Jim Straukamp said the military is 
a necessity. “It's impossible to 
conceive of a society without a 
military even though | wish there 
wasn't a need | feel there's no 
better place for a more rounded 
training of the military than a 
university Campus.” 


Calvin Boyes, a_ physical 
education professor and former 
reserve officer, said ROTC - 


trained men and women have a 
“humanizing effect on the military 
if you are interested in demilitariz- 
ing the services you should want 
ROTC people in the military.” 
The only CSUS faculty 
member besides Campbell to 
voice opposition at the hearing 
was Bob Jensen, associate profes- 
sor of psychology and former 
Marine. “The practices in the 
military are in no way comparabie 
to a liberal education atmosphere 
It's peculiar to me that this ques- 
tion is even being considered.” 
Philip Peries, chairperson of the 
military science department at UC 
Davis, said a compromise couid be 
worked out whereby both CSUS 
and ROTC faculty could teach 
military science classes. “We are 


not abjecting to team teaching 
We'd be happy to do sc. We are 
very negotiable,” Peries said 

“We encourage opposing 
arguments in our classes,” added 
Captain Mark Donald, a UC Davis 
military science professor. “We 
also encourage non - ROTC 
students to enroll in our classes.” 

Jeff Henigan, an ROTC student 
and psychology major, received 
the most appiause at the hearing 
when he read a passage from 
Piato’s Republic which presented 
a contrast between the liberally 
educated and non - liberally 


educated soldier 

“It would be very strange if a 
shepherd were to disgrace himself 
by keeping for the protection of his 
flock, dogs who were so ill - bred 
and badly trained that hunger or 
unruliness or some bad habit or 
other woyid set them worrying the 
sheep and behaving no better than 
the wolves. We must take every 
precaution against our auxiliaries 
(soldiers) treating the citizens in 
any such way and they will 
have been furnished with the best 
of safeguards, if they have really 
been educated in the right way.”

“There is a communications law 
which says, when you are a 
minority you should have two 
people to keep up your nerve.” 
Beyond the regular 20 cent fee 
per student which finances the 
organization, Jones explained that 
recently he has been soliciting 
donations from different cam- 
puses for next year. So far, he said 
San Diego State University has 
donated $18,000 for the next two 
years, Fresno State gave $3,000 for 
the first year, and Chico State has 


donated $1,000 for the first year. 

Jones added that CSSA plans to 
hire a full - time fund raiser to 
“solicit money any way possible” 
in the future. 

“| would hope that whoever ap-

Riding the thin blades 
of steel 
to stardom '

It's a feeling of ice 

miles running under your 
blades, the wind splitting 
open to let you through, the 
earth whirling around at you at 
the touch of your toe, and speed 
lifting you off the ice, far from all 
things that can hold you down 

That was how Norwegian Olympic 

champion Sonja Henie described the artistic 
Passion known as figure skating Though Henie's 
sentiments are sweet and sincere. there are 
many things that can prevent a skater's 
lift - off from the ice. Gravity is one, but 
perhaps more importantly, there is the dedication 
and money needed to develop a champion figure 


= . 
Exercise is an important part in tne aeveruopmeni 
of an ice skater. 


Lisa Ralston, 14, who resembles a blonde 
Dorothy Hamill, started ice skating when she was six 
years old in Sacramento. At age eight she had begun 
taking figure skating lessons and was on her way to 
her present classification of Junior Ladies 
competitor Lisa now trains in the Bay area at the 
Belmont Ice Arena 

‘Leaving Sacramento was a major step, but | 
wanted to train with a Bay area pro. My parents 
wanted me to do it, too,” says Lisa, whose schedule 
resembles that of a lifer condemned to hard labor 

Every morning she geis up at 4:45 a.m. inorder to 
get to the rink by 530 where she practices her 
figures and freestyle movements for four hours 
After this session, Lisa practices during the rink’s 
public session from 10am. to 12:30pm Afternoons 
are spent practicing figures. Her daily parole comes 
around 3 p.m. when she goes home to the studio 
apartment she shares with her mother to “watch TV 
or do homework or stuff 

Sixteen - year old Mary Rowan, ajunior at Foothill 
High School, decided only a year and a half ago that 
she wanted to be a professional figure skater And 
it's only been three years that she's been ice skating 

- inspired by the '76 Winter Olympics 

Due to her late start, Mary is working as hard as 
possible. Since her instructor, Tammy Gambill, lives 
in Stockton, Mary receives instruction only once a 
week during school months. The remainder of her 
training !s on her own. Another early - riser, Mary 
skates two hours before school each weekday as 
well as two hours on Saturday and four hours on 
Sunday, the day of her lesson 

‘It's hard, you have to give up a lot of things,” 
Mary admits. “You have to give up football games 
and you can't always go out on Saturday nights.” 

Physical conditioning also takes up a skater's 
time. In addition to the work - outs on the ice, Mary 
takes ballet and does daily exercises. Lisa also exer- 
cises and runs as well 

“She works hard at what she's doing,” 
acknowledges Richard Garrett, Lisa's former pro 

“! feel guilty if | don't,” says Lisa, but added 
“Anytime | have a chance to go have fun, | do.” 

Yet, with this level of dedication, some elements 
of an average adolescence must be lost 

“Sometimes, at first. | wanted to go back to 
school, but now | don't,” says Lisa, who's tutored 
three times a week. Indeed, when she decided tu 
train full - time in the Bay area a little over a year ago, 
the former Einstein Junior High student had to for- 
sake public school 

When she was in school, Lisa's tota! devotion to 
skating often left her friends shaking their heads 
‘They think I'm crazy,” Lisa admits 

Garrett explains, “I think it's difficult with the kind 
of schedule a skater has to maintain friendships 
with anyone other than skaters. You really have to 
disassociate yourself from skating and make a 
special effort to have outside friends. If they're not 
involved in something like skating then they don't 
understand.” 

“All they're interested in is going to school and 
being a cheerleader — that's not what | want to do,” 
said Lisa about people her age 

And what Lisa wants to do is what her family 
wants her to do. Her mother, who makes the fre- 
quent trips back and forth with Lisa, has taken a job 
near Lisa's ice training and works in Sacramento as 
well. Her father and younger brother are the anchors 
of the family, residing full - time in town. Mary's 
family is equally supportive of her skating 

“My dad didn't go for it at first. He thought it was 
too expensive, but my mom kind of talked him into 
it,” Mary said 

Her school friends seem to be behind her also 
“They think if | really like it then | should do it. | 
mean, if you have the talent then you should do it — 
why waste it?” 

One reason that may keep more young people 
from pursuing a skating career is the cost of the 


sport. 


Itis an extremely expensive sport when you get 
into itas acompetitor, confessed teaching pro Bot 
Hubbard, a former Men's National champion wt 
now manages the Iceland ice rink on Del Pasx 
Boulevard 

There is quite an array of costs once a skater ha 
reached the higher levels of competition, but a few 
costs are standard To begin with. there are the tw 
fitted skating boots and blade 
one for freestyle) that cost ar 


pairs of custom 
(one for figures 
proximately $300 a pair Butas the advertisement for 
Harlicks. a leading boot manufacturer state: 
Quality is never expensive 

Other costs include ice time ($2-$2.50 per tw 
hour session). private instruction ($8-$13 per halt 
hour). costumes, transportation, etc. ete 

A competitor like Lisa would probably absort 
$150 or $175 a month itn lessons alone ice time 
would be between $300 and $400 Then you have t 
add the equipment, the skating outfits. gas and 
everything that goes with it not including the en 
trance fees for competitors ‘says Garrett. aresident 
pro at the Ice House in Sacramento for the last three 
years 

Some parents. however. could care less about the 
money. What they care abouts that their child wins

| know a lot of kids who are skating just because 
their parents want them to The parents play like 
they re the pro and tell them whats wrong when they 
dont know anything about it. says Mary. whose 
parents have never forced her to skate “My parents 
say | can quit anytime | want 

Bob Hubbard agrees that there can be a problem 
with ‘skating mothers The parents very seldom 
ever yell at the coach That is just not done What 
they do ts get Out on the rail and tell the kid to work 
and usually the coach comes ove; and tells them to 
leave They want too much too quickly The majority 
of skating mothers see themselves out there on the 
ice 

The kids whose parents force them don't usually 
make it, though — they have too much pressure put 
on tnem,” Mary said 

All figure skaters prepare themselves for 
competition by practicing during ‘patch’ sessions 
These are generally two hour blocks of time spent on 
the compulsory “school” figures and free skating 
movements done tn assigned strips or ‘patches’ on 
the ice 

School figures are the exacting and rather 
unglamorous variations on the single theme of the 
figure eight. These are all symmetrical patterns to be 
skated continuously at a constant rate of speed ona 
particular edge of a blade 

Freestyle or free skating is that portion of 
competition in which jumps {“axels.” “salchows’”) 
and spins (‘camels sit spins’) ars used in com- 


bination with glides ina choreographed program set 
to music

“A lot of people don't like the figures, but | like 
thern more now because as you advance they're 
harder to maintain and learn,” Lisa explained.

Basically, there are six levels of 
competition: Preliminary, Juvenile, Intermediate, 
Novice, Junior and Senior.

Lisa is one who definitely enjoys skating in ice 
shows and looks forward to joining a company after 
her life as a competitor ends in ‘four or five more 
years, at least 

“Yeah, it would be fun its different from 
competing and working hard.” said Lisa 

Lisa’s desire to perform in ice shows may be 
based on fun right now, but money is certainly a fac- 
tor 

‘Principals in an ice show can probably earn from 
$400 a week to $85,000 to $90,000 a year A skater 
like Dorothy Hamill could be making $5,000,000 over 
a three - year contract,” stated Bob Hubbard, himself 
a veteran of Ice Capades and Holiday on ice, who 
adds that though ice shows are less work than 
competition, they aren't all fun and games 

“It's fun at first, but then it gets boring. It’s a job — 
strictly a monetary thing,” said Hubbard 

But for the life - long competitor, the ice shows 
are practically the oniy recourse other than 
coaching. Because of the constant training, skaters 
rarely get to college before their metamorphosis to 
professional 

“| want to go to college while still skating and then 
get into an ice show for about two years and then J 
become a coach,” declared Mary. “I think college is 
important. Something could happen and you 
couldn't skate and then what do you have? No 
education, no job, ho anything.” 

The work, the strain, the cost, the pride and sett - 
respect -— all are facets of skating Sure, around the 
rink there's always lots of people. Mothers 
lugging costumes, skates and lucky stuffed animals 
Fathers brandishing Canons and Minoltas hoping to 
sell Sports Iilvstrated a cover of the next Olympic 
champion, and, of course, the skaters. Off the rink ff 
they look like models at a furriers’ convention, On 
the rink they turn into entertainers. “Good luck$!’ 
are exchanged as skaters prepare to skate: hus dre 
given as they come off the ice 

“We're usually not friends outside of skating even 
though I'see them all the time — we really don't have 
time,” said Lisa. “Sometimes | get lonely; | haven’ 
lately.” 

But Garrett said, “There's not time for loneliness 
when you're busy, there really isn't time.”
